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WASHINGTON — Millions orAmeri- 
cans are waddling' their way to early 
graves by consuming too much fat, too 
much salt and washing it ail down 
with too much booze, the U.S. surgeon

Diseases of dietary excess arid im- 
balance" arc among the leading causes 
of death in the United States, said the 
report issued by C. Everett Koop. 
"Over-consumption ... is now a major 


concern lor Amcncans. 

Americans who died Inst year, nearly 
1.6 million succumbed to diseases asso- 
ciated with diet. 

"What we eat may affect our risk for 
several of the lending cnusc.s of death 
"lor i^cncans, notably coronary heart 
.disease, stroke, atherosclerosis, dia- 
betes, and some types of cancer," the 
report said.. "These disorders together 
now account for more than two-thirds 
of all deaths in the United States."

Nutrition experts praised the report, 
predicting that may have an important 
impact on how Americans regard their 
diet and on products sold by the food

The five-day forecast through Aug. 1 
calls for some heavy rain across Florida 
and olong the Gulf Coast; with widely 
scattered thundershowers along the 
East Coast, But the agency said general- 
ly hot and'dry conditions will spread to 
tlioJtlidwost and Groat LakCTrcgfons. 

Normal rainfall is foreca.s t for t he .sec- 
ond week in August in the lower Missis- 
sippi_ Valley ’and' .ihe "Soulheusl, wiUi

Rainfall caused the level of crocks, 
streams and rivers throughout the Ohio

Eubank was convicted of unarmed illegal entry of 
the house of female acquaintance and attempting to 
kiss and fondle her younger sister. 

Calling the fixed life sentence the harshest penalty 
possible short of execution, the court said that while 
the facts showed wrongful and frightening conduct, 
“they do not fit the pattern of cases in which fixed life 
sentences have been upheld," mostly first-degree mur* 
derconvrctioiis. 

The court pointed out thot in-imposing the sentence 
2nd District Judge R.D. Schilling expressed some doubt 

ling indicated he would have liked power to sol a min* 
imum sentence as well as a maximum but chose the 
harshest penalty possible because ho could not say for 
certain that Eubank would ever be returned safely to 
society. 

“A fixed life, sentence should not be regarded as a ju- 
dicial hedge against uncertainty,'’ the court held. 

*1116 panel conceded Eubank had a history of criminal 
violations, though mostly minor, and that there were 
reports of two similar incidents with other young girls 
as well as a psychiatric evaluation indicating Eubank 
had a proclivity toward such acts. 

But it said carefully structured sentences up to life 
with possible parole “con ensure thot correctional au- 
thorities will confine Eubank for a lengthy period with- 
out rigidly forcing them to hold him in prison long after 
rehobilitative progress or biological efiects of increas- 
ing age may have ameliorated the risk of recidivism."

Officials promote education 
to prevent aquifer pollution 


POCATELLO ( AP) — State officials’ 
trying to head off federal restrictions 
on southern Idaho water development 
believe public education is the best 
way to protect the Snake River Plain 
Aquifer from contamination. 

Halting pollution of the massive un- 
derground water supply would be im- 
possbilc if the public is not aware of 
the potential sources of contamina- 
tion, said Paul Jehn, Chairman ofthc 
Snake River Plain Aquifer Advisor^' 
Committee. 

And. Jehn said, preventinn is sitmif- 


icantly cheaper than cleanup. 

Formed last fall, the'committec is 
drafting a state plan for safeguarding 
the 9,600 square-mile aquifer that 
provides water for some 200,000 peo- 
ple in the southern part of the state. 

It was created In response to the 
Hogerman Valley Citizens Alert peti- 
tion, asking the Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency to designate the un- 
derground reservoir a sole-source 
aquifer. That designation would se- 
verely limit development and leave fi- 
nal development decisions in EP.A’s 
hands. The agenev has yet to act im 
the request. 

“If we don’t educate, our program 
will be w'astcd, " said Jehn, a .senior 
water quality analyst with, the Divi- 
sion of Environment. 

The committee's draft' proposal rec- 
ommends public education caupled' 
with a statewide monitoring progra 


and a comprehensive protection plan 
to safeguard the aquifer from cunlum- 
ination. 

Charles Brockway, a profes.sor of 
agricultural engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho, said groundwater is- 
-sues should-bc- highlighted by -pub- 
licizing existing problems like nitrate 
concentrotions at American Fails and 


Blackfoot and sewage pollution in the 
Island Park area. - 

"I think there is. a denial in the 
htiile that we do have problems,” 
Brockway .said. “Unless we arc per- 
sonally affected, wo don’t pay that 
much attention." 

Senate Resources and Environment 
Committee Chairman Laird Noh. R- 
Kimlwrly, said the state cannot afford 
an oxiensive monitoring program but 
it can provide farmers, landfill opera- 
tors and chemical dealers with infor- 
mation to avert aquifer conUimina- -

ties of the (FAA) traffic system" if it is not 
tnodemized. The FAA is in the midst of up* 
dating its air traffic control equipment, but 
that is not expected to be completed until 
the late 1990s. 

The FAA's shortcomings arc particularly 
worrisome at a time when closer monitor- 


ing of the aviation industry is required, the 
report suggested.

direct grants or low-interest loans.

that help families squeak through the college 
years but can- leave a-legacy of debt that — 
strains middle-income budgets for a decade 
or more. ' ' 

Many families are stunned by their failure 
to qualify for good-sized grants and by the 
amount of debt they must take on. They fail 
to realize aid is based "not on immediotc li- 
quidity, but on the capacity to pay over an ex- 
tended period of time relative to other fami- 
lies," said Kathleen Brouder. director of in- 


formation of the College Scholarship Service, 
a branch of the College Board which pro- 
cesses financial aid forms. 

As tuitions hove soared, borrowing for col- 
_lege .has. increased five-fold in the last de- 
cade. Since the mid-1970s, the loon proper- 
tlon'oraH student aid grew from'one^fiflh to " 
one-half. Federal staUstics show average col- 
lege debt afl^rfour'yeafs of private college is 
$8,950. At public colleges it is $6,685. 

The term “needs analysis" itself may mis- 
lead many families, said Brouder, b^use 
the process doesn't really measure need, but 
a family’s capacity to pay and carry debt.

smart. If you can’t apply a loss in one 
year, you can “suspend" it (that is, 
carry the loss forward) and apply it 
against passive-activity gains iii later 
years.

The BBB’s consumer inquiiy de- 
partment continues to receive nu- 
merous calls concerning solicita- 
tions for purchases of travel pack- 
ages.

The solicited 
consumer is told that among the 
certificates is one which may be

BBB queried several travel agen- 
cies about the cost of a regular Y- 
class air fare, they answered that 
the cost was in excess of $2,000 for •

The agencies also told BBB that 
virtually no one buys a regular Y- 
class ticket because other tickets 
. are usually available at about one- 
.third.the.C05t of a regular Y-class 
fare. 

None of these detailed facts ore 
revealed to unwary customers in 
the phone solicitiation and many 
are duped into buying the package 
of certificates only to find out later 
that there arc truly no savings re- 
alized by buying the certificates. 

The BBB suggests that consum- 
ers take the time to investigate tmd 
comparison shop for price and 
quality before committing to offers 
mode by telephone or any other 
form of communication.

He said fire hydrant pressure 
was dangerously low Tuesday — 
35 pounds, compared with a nor- 
mal 50 pounds.

“All of the generations hand down 
spearfishing, but the art becomes 
close to extinction when the fl.sh 
aren’t around," Osborno soid. 

The graceful greenish-tan fish 
with odd-shaped 'black spots on its 
back dorsal fin hesitated in the shal- 
low CTSvel pits as Osborne crept 
slowfy along the bank, giving away

Oslwrnc frowned. It was a hatch- 
ery fish and not a true natural wild 


salmon, ho grumbled. There is a not- 
ieablc difTcrcncc in taste and the 
wild ones are tougher to take. 

“The hatchery fish arc not really 
what the Indians want. We're not 
sportsmen, we’re hunters . . . that’s 
our food, it's not just fun and games 
to us," Osborno said. 

Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game officals claim that stocking 
the river with hatchery fish is the 
only way to bring back the salmon. 

“Wc have been working quite 
closely with the tribal leaders and 
the federal agencies involved. Wc 
are rebuilding the numbers of fish so 
q 1! can partake of the harvest," said 
Dexter Pitman, -Fish and Game fish- 
eries manager. 

But he acknowledged the fish pop- 
ulation is only at 10 percent of what 
it should be, 

Osborne agrees that Fish and 
Game is -doing what it can at this 
point, and the tribe is willing to 
work with the agency. But he said 
more needs to be done, and the In- 
dian people must not be used for the 
department’s public relations ef- 
forts.

Game animals don’t cat trees. 

In fact, the only large animal which 
depends on large stands of climax for- 
ests is the cari^u, which winters on 
moss which only grows on old trees. 

For a very long time, nearly all fires

Even where the elk and deer had 
taken over, the brush fields grew too 
tall for wintering animals to reach 
and the populations of elk and deer 
declined. 

Allowing wildfires to bum on win-

BOISE (AP) — Ernie Day, a long- 
time Idaho and national conserva- 
tionist who played integral roles in 
saving key wilderness areas and 
parks in Idaho, is ready to devote 
more time to his personal loves - 
nature photography and the out- 
doors. 

Day, 70, retired Friday from the 
state Parks and Recreation Board. 

The Boise native is an original 
member of the porks board, founded 
in 1965, and has served under four 
Idaho governors. He just resigned 
from the National Wildlife Federa- 
tion’s board after 25 years of service 
and still serves on the Wilderness 
Society’s board. 

Day soid it’s time for younger con- 
servotionists to take over. 

"We’ve got a lot more conserva- 
tionists today than we ever had be- 
fore — it’s probably 10-to-l now — 
and the kids today are a lot smarter. 

... That’s one reason I’m going to

Those familior with Day’s accom- • 
plishments say he had a few smarts • 
of his own. 

"A lot of things arc protected in 
Idaho because of Ernie Day," said 
~Govr'C?cir7\'n'drus:"“BztBltr"IslaMd~ 
State Park, for example, wou ldn’t be 


in existence without the person of 
Emio Day. 

“He’s a strong personality, and. . 
he’s got a reason for evciything he 
does. Td work him till he drops, but 
he tells me he doesn’t want to be re- 
appointed." 

Day's devotion to the conserva- 
tion cause is perhaps best illus- 
trated by his resignation from the 
parks board in 1969, when then- 
Gov. -Don Samuclson backed a pro- 
posed molybdenum mine in the 
White Cloud peaks north of Ketch- 
urn. The mine was never built, and 
Day fought it every inch of the way. 
Andrus was elected governor the 
next year, partly on a save-the-

the last jewels of Idaho. It just 
doesn’t make sense to let it fritter 
away."

Learn to use nature own 
spinners and you’re an expert 


Fishing spinners is an effectivo and 
liltle-used technique for catching 
trout — true or false? 

If you are thinking of brass, copper 
or silver spinners, shiny metal blades 
whirling through mediunT to fast wa- 
ter, the statement is false. 

Everyone knows that metal spin- 
ners ore used a lot and are effective. 

In fly fishing, the statement is true. 
Spinners are efiective, but little used. 

The spinners I'm talking about arc 
insects. Specifically, they are the 
adult mayfly. More specifically, they 
ore the adults that have mated or 
spent themsclvca in the attempt. In 
the case of the female mayfly, they 
arc spent after they have deposited 
their eggs. 

The adult mayfly dies after mating, 
^eir once vibrant wings begin to be- 
come brittle, their colors may alter as 
^ey lose life. They lose even the en- 
ergy to hold themselves aloft and they 
ioJJ to the water exhausted, their 
wings splayed out flat on the surface. 
Even in the pitiful state, they are im- 
portant in the food chain. 

• Absolutely helpless, they drift into 
the currents, often by the thousands. 
Trout station themselves in drift 
paths and simply tip their mouths to 
the surface and sip the mayfly spin- 
ncr. os it comes into view. 

Some monstrous ilsh arc caught on 
spinners and it is exciting sport be- 
muse it is very exacting. 

■ When big tnut feed on spinners, it

HELENA (AP) - For the first Ume 
since 1981, the state Department of 
Fish, Wildlife and Parks has decided 
not to issue^a warning of possible pes- 
ticide tentamination in its upland 
gjimo bird banting regulations. 
cJohn Weigand, chief of the Re- 
«arch and Technical Service Bureau 
m FWFs Wildlife Division, said that 
wildlife officials requested that the 
warning be removed from the regula- 
fiobs'; '■ ' 

1: He soidthe request came after tests 
for tho possible presence' of 17 pcsti- 
^dca in a total of 24 sharp-tailed 
grouse, pheasants and Hungarian 
{mrtridge showed detectable, but very 
small, levels of only one pesticide - 
^ptachlor epoxide — in just two of 
tbe partridge. 

< Samples were token from farm land 
throughout eastern Montana, and 


both of the contaminated birds were 
found in a single location in Roosevelt 
County, Weigand said. 

“We’re not sure of all the reasons 
for the decline, but it may be a result 
of Montana fanners using less insecti- 
cide, or less toxic insecticide,’’ he said. 
“Whatever the reason, it's good news 
for upland game birds and for other 
species of wildlife in Montana, and we 
appreciate the cflbrts of those mcm- 
ter8”of the agricultural community 
who are responsible. ’’ 

Many grain growors now arc using 
altcrnotivc insecticides such as fen- 
valerate and lindane for cutworm and 
wiroworm control, said Weigand. He 
said neither is as toxic to fish and 
wildlifo as arc endrin or hcptachlor. 
and they don't pose threats to people. 

The use of both ond.rin and hep- 
tachlor has teen banned in Montana.

Weigand noted that in tests con- 
ducted in 1981 and 1982, a total of 29 
percent of the upland game birds sam- 
pled in eastern Montana -contained 
■ detectable levels of heptachlor ep- 
oxide. 

The most recent tests, performed 
last summer, revealed no evidence of 
endrin in any of the sampled birds, he 
said. 

Endrin, a- chlorinated-hydrocarbon, 
was widely used to control cutworms 
in eastern Montana grain fields prior 
to 1982. 

In 1981, tests showed potentially 
dangerous levels of endrin in tissues 
of upland and migratory game birds 
and some other birds and mammals, 
Weigand noted. Those testa also re- 
vealed the presence of heptachlor and 
its dcrivativo, heptachlor epoxide, in 
the tissue samples. 

Hcptachlor was opplied to seed 
gruiti to control wirewbriirddnja'^."

Most shooters could accomplish this task by field testing 
but the computer offered me a short cut in both time and 
ammunition expanded. 

I did hove to provide the computer with some boaic data 
about the load I was using which consisted of muzzle veloc- 
ity, ballistic co-efficient or the bullet, bullet weight, tem- 
perature and altitude. 

The program was then able to tell me to the 10th of an 
inch the amount of sight correction I would neod each of 
the four ranges. 

The rest was easy. At the range only one shot was 
needed at each distance to substantiate the accuracy of the 
computerized setting. 

Computers are now found almost cvet^where. There is 
hardly a person who docs not haveaccess to a computer at 
home, at work or at a friend's home. 

Combining this availability with the inexperensive and 
easy-to-use ballistics programs, which ore on the mark, 
makes it eosy for every shooter to take^ advantage of this 


enlightening source of data. 

.Much of the data provided by a good ballistics program 
can be derived from the generic-type tables found in the 
back of most loading manuals. 

But this method docs require some extrapolation and 
the shooter is limited to the conditions under which Iho ta- 
ble was computed. 

Here is found the real rewards of the ballistics program. 
First, the computer does ull the work and calculations. 
This is especially iniportont to men when I consider how 
many years have passed since college match. 

The second odvnntage is the program allows the user to' 
modify the data to match each individual load and shoot' 
ingconditons. Ifn late ^11 hunt is planned where the tern- 
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peratures will be in the 30 to 40s and the oltitudo will be 
5.000 feet higher than where the load wos tested, a ballis- 
tics program can tell the hunter how those conditions will 
affect that particular load. 

One must remember a basic rule about computer pro- 
grams: garbe in, garbage out. 

If the user feeds inaccurate data to the ballistics pro- 
gram it will compute inocnirate results. 

The most critical piece of information to the accuracy of 
the program is the muzzle velocity of the load. The data 
compute will only be os reliable as the velocity data im- 
put This makes a chronograph or access to o chronograph 
almost essential. 

An example will demonstrate more of the information 


which can be obtained from a ballistics program. i 

The accompanying read-out is for my .220 Swift. First, 
the computer bos odjusted the data for an altitude of 
3,500, the altitude of Gooding. And since most of my rock- 
chUck hunting is in worm weather, a temperature of 80 de- 
' grecs is sued. Muzzle velocity if 3,750 fps and the ballistic 
cofllcicnt of the 55-grain Sierra bullet is .289. 

The information I havo marked will show some of the 
useful information I can draw from the printout. 

Data 1. The program tells me that ifl want my riile ze- 
roed for 250yards, I will have to sight in 1.4 inches high at 
100 yards. Most shooters use a 100-yard range for sighting 
in. ■; 

Data 2. This figure tells me that my bullet will never be 
more than 1.8 inches high out to 250 yards. ^ I should not 
h ave to worry a bout shooting over the back of an adult 
rockchuck if I use a center-of-the-body bold. 

Data 3. If the rockchuck is obout o400 yards away, I will 
need to hold 10 inches above the center of the body for a 
hit. ■ 

Data 4. Here I find a 10-mph wind will move the bullet 
4.2 inches. A fivc-mph wind would be one-half that amount 
and a 20-mph wind moves the bullet 8.4 inches.- 

Data 5. A 250-yard shot downhill at a 30-degree angle 
will cause the bullet to impact about ;1.2 inches higher. I 
had better hold a little lower on the chuck or this shot 
might slip over his back. 

This 'data is for my gun. my load and my hunting condi- 
tions. 

The list of information that can be derived from this 
printout is exciting. This type of examination ofthe details 
of ballistics is not for everyone, but if the idea does catch 
your interest a computer ballistics program is a must. 

(Note; the program which I use was copied from the 
June, 1983, issue ofthe American Rifleman. I made some 
modifleations and added the computations for an up-hill or 
down-hill shot.)

BOISE — Bighorn sheep transplant and research programs have 
been proposed bythe Idaho Dcpaitmcnt of Fish^^ Game to utilize 
the $64,000 received from auction of a bighorn ^eep tog eorlier this 
year. 

Tile tag was purchased by Robert Senter, Plaislow, N.H., at the an- 
nual convention of the Foundation for North American Wild Sheep. 

Transplants utilizing $40,000 of the funds arc proposed for about 
15 bighorns from Unit 36A in the East Fork of the Salmon River to 
Little Morgan Creek in Unit 37A; 20 sheep from Morgan Creek in 
Unit 36B to Rattlesnake Creek in Unit 28; 20 from Morgan Creek in 
Unit 3CkB to the Los River Range in Unit 51, and 45 from Mount Bo- 
rah to Poison Creek iirUnit 39. 

The transplants will establish new herds in new areas, according 
to Tom Reinecker, chief of the bureau of wildlife, with hunting possi- 
ble in five years if adapatation and herd increases go na expected. 

■ -All of the.proposcd transplants involve Drokey Mountoinbighorns. 
The legislative oction aMthofizing'auilon of the tag'prohibitcd use of 
receipts to establish new herds south of Interstate 84 when Idaho's 
California bighrons arc being introduced. 

' Under the proposal Reinecker, 15 to 20 thousond doilacs would be 
spent on rcsear^ into transmission of diseases between bighorns 
and domestic sheep, study of seasonal movements of segments of big- 
horns populations and for the purchase of two radio receivers to facil- 
itate research.

Rollins renewed his innocent plea to charges of violating fcdcnil 
migratory’ bird and pesticide application laws in the May 21 incident 
that resulted in the killing of the geese on and around Wcsllnkc Is- 
land inthe Snake River just north of Weiser. 

If convicted. Rollins would face a maximum penally of $2,000 in 
fines. The trial will be held before U.S. District Court Mngi.stnilc 
Mikel Williams. 

Wildlife officials contend Rollins sprayed a 50-acre alfalfa field 
witli the insecticides Cygoij. DiSyston and Furadan to combat liie al- 
falfa weevil and other insects. Several day.s later, officia!.*: found the 
carcasses of 80 geese on the island and in the river and estmintcd 
twice that number were actually killed by llie chcmitjnls.
